Dn and Sen, ±xxue± does not really come under the 
C Archives but has been stored here mainly to keen it 
safe. 


A few years ago, however, the post of LRH Snr PA Archivist 
was established (formerly Snr FPRO Researcher) in the 
Snr FPRO Bu, and he has been getting into this type 
of material and is currently using it to assist in the 
writing of an LRH biography.
